72) Incertus eft Planetarum concurſus, 
Obſerve alio, when the Moon, or any of the Planets 
tranſits the Angles of the Worlds Revolution, and of the 
Angles of the New and Full Moons; for then be ſure, 
ſome Change of Air enſueth, according to the Nature 
of thoſe Planets. 
Moreover, if upon a Cor junction or Oppoſition of the 
three Superiour Planets, either amongſt thi mſclves, or 
vith the three Inferiours, the Moon ſoon after apply 
wato them by an Oppcſition or quantile Configurat ions, 
de aſſured of Rain or Winds, according to the Nature of 
the Planets ſo Aſpe cted. :

Neither do you wholly ne gled the Rule of Endoxus, 
which Pliny teils of (Lib, 2.
